Forty years ago Gary, Indiana, was 
a stronghold of the racist Klu Klux Klan, 
Last year inearly November, Gary elected 
as its mayor Richard Hatcher, 34, Hatcher 
is black and the grandson of a former 
slave. 

Gary thus became one of the few major 
cities in America to select a black man 
as its chief executive. And as in the 
election of Car! Stokes in Cleveland, 
white votes supplied the crucial margin 
of victory. 

Yet thousands of white Democrats in 
the blue collar, Democratic city, crossed 
party lines to vote against Hatcher. ‘The 
great mass of white voters voted white, 
not Republican or Democrat,’’ commented 
social scientist Richard Scammon,

Gary’s black mayor, the latest of these 
visitors, should provide a fascinating 
view of politics in this age of rabid 
political interest. Hatcher does not fit 
the traditional mold. 

Time magazine, in reporting the victory 
of Hatcher last November, found him 
neither the ghetto politician after the 
fashion of Adam Clayton Powell or a 
product of the Negro middle class, as 
is Senator Edward Brooke of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Richard Gordon Hatcher was born in 
a Michigan City waterfront jungle, the 
twelfth of the thirteen children of a 
factory worker, Dependent on a church 
stipend, a small track scholarship and 
waiting on tables, Hatcher 
slums and went to indiana University. 
He later worked his way through Indiana's 
Valparaiso University Law School with 
a four-to- midnight hospital job, 

Hatcher’s political career began in 


Gary, where he first practiced law, lie 


escaped the 


in 1963, he was elected to the city council. 
By 1967, Hatcher was president of the 
council and a candidate for mayor. 

Hatcher’s firm political footing to this 
date lay in Gary’s black population that 
made up 55% of the city’s total. 

Gary, Indiana, according to Time, "’ has 
two major industries, steel and Demo- 
cratic politics, whose byproducts are 
wide open vice and only slightly less 
tangible corruption.’’ 


Winning the Vemocratic nomination 
for mayor was a cruel uphill battle. The 
vast majority of the white blue collar 
workers in Gary still hold on to some 
traditional foreign customs and feel 
threatened by the blacks, newly arrived 
after World War Ul, In the 1964 primary, 
the whites voted overwhelmingly for 
George Wallace, then a Democratic con- 
tender. 

john Krupa, Lake County Democratic 
nominee, was Hatcher's arch opponent 
in the primary, When the Krupa machine 
failed to wash Hatcher out of the primary 
race, Krupa, as secretary of the board 
of election commissioners, dropped the 
voters, mainly blacks, 
Krupa then added 


names of 5,286 
from official records, 


that paid imposters could cast ballots 
against Hatcher. 

Fortunately, Hatcher discovered this 
in time and charged Krupa in a Federal 
Court with breaking the Voting Rights 
Act of 1965. Nationwide publicity was 
focused on the race as a result. 

Hatcher might well have lost if the 
Tammany Hall plot had worked. He 
won election by only 1,389 votes. 

Richard Gordon Hatcher is relevant 
to Sacramento State College. The crucial 
white vote that put this man at the helm 
of a major American city would have 
been impossible had not hundreds of white 
college students worked on his campaign. 

And Hatcher, the member of a minority 
race, worked his way through college as 
do the vast majority of students at SSC. 
He became a nationally prominent poli- 
tical figure. 

Moreover, this man’s unique victory 
over an urban political machine say 
something significant to those who are 
‘refugees of the Battle of Chicago.”

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Fight Poverty In Area

Helping people to help them- 
selves is a major goal of the 
War on Poverty. Volunteers in 
Service To America plays an in- 
creasingly important part in this 
venture to combat poverty in the 
United States, The volunteers in 
the VISTA project are not simply 
observers of the misery and deg- 
radation which troubles the poor 
throughout their lives, they share 
in these lives of countless millions 
of Americans whoare at the bottom 
of the economic ladder. 

Poverty is a prison, In many 
ways the poor cannot break out 
of their situation and are trapped 
by lack of education, money or 
skills, all of which are so important 
and count so much in 4 world such 
as ours, The VISTA program 
makes this War on l’overty a per- 
sonal ane’ local one. Volunteers 
live sics by side with those they 
attempt to help, carrying their 
training into troubled neighbor- 
hoods and broken homes in ar 
effort to bridge the pap betwec: 
rich and poor America, 

The fighting in this 
mainiy by Young 
rhree- fourths of the Volunteers 
are of college age, however four- 
teen per cent are over the age 
of fifty. (heir backgrounds and 
educational experience varies 
from PhD’s to high schoo! drop 
outs. ihey are all Americans, 
motivated by the idea that America 
is worth fighting for and their 
efforts can help better the lives 
of fellow citizens, 

The VISTA program is open 
to nearly anyone willing to give 
a year of service. There are 
no educational requirements or 
test given to prospective Volun- 
teel s; education and practical 
experience are weighed together 
in accepting applicants, The major 
consideration is the matching of 
skills of the applicant with the job 
that awaits him. 

The job in many cases is dif- 
ficult and requires the type of 
person who, despite the failures, 
will stick with it and see his 
project through to conclusion. The 
reward, if any, may be a thank- 
less attitude of some member of 
the community but then again it 
could be the joy of seeing a hanui- 
capped child walk on his own for 
the first time. 

The commitment to serve must 
be a definite one, for it must 
endure long after the initial 
challenge and enthusiasm has 
disappeared. The pay is a low 
$50 a month, the hours long and 
often arduous, but some 8,300 
Americans have found it a worth- 
while means to make a contribution 
to a new generation of Americans, 

Typical assignments handled by 
VISTA througout the United States 
are: organizing communities to 
undertake projects, bringing the

poor into economic projects that 
will benefit them, 


tutoring or 








teaching reading and _ writing, 
teaching homemaking and health 
practices useful in everyday life 
and helping with the rehabilitation 
of the handicapped. The list of 
jobs constantly increases with the 
demand, 

Each volunteer is prepared for 
his assigment in four to six weeks 
of intensive training. During this 
period the VISTA workers learn 
about poverty and its effects and 
how theirskills may serve incom- 
batting it. A later training pro- 
gram in the area of their 
assignment may consist of living 
with an underpriveliged family for 
a week and establishing daily con- 
tact with the people who will be 
their neighbors for the coming 
year, 

The VISTA program is 
nationally coordinated by the 
Economic Opportunity Council and 
in Sacramento itis handled througt 
the Low Income } amily Economi 
(LIFE) organization, an FOC af 
filiate, The eignt VISTA workers 
in the Sacramento area have 
as their task the teaching of con- 

ime: education, a progran 
fesiyned to help those with money 
problems so that their dollar will 
go farther 

The LIFI 
connected with the work of VIST“ 
as both are striving for a better 
social and econon future for 
those people now in the lower 
economic brackets. Mr, Herbert 
Cortez is head of the LIFE program 
in the Sacramento area, A 
Mexican-American, he has long 
been active in minority group 
affairs and is a driving force 
behind the conumer education 
programs that are taught by the 
VISTA volunteers. 

In our affluent economy, choice 
making is becoming increasingly 
difficult even for the experienced 
consumer. For young people as 
well as those on tight budgets the 
old fashioned method of gaining 
consumer experience through trial 
and error may prove financially 
disastrous, The LIFE program 
stresses the teaching of personal 


program is closely 


and family economics. through 
demonstrations comparing the 
prices of various household 


necessities, as well as giving ad- 
vice on how to finance a home 
or the purchase of a car. 

The guidance needed to es-, 
tablish a good outlook on financial 
matters and facts pertinent to the 
understanding of resources are 
brought to the public by such 
organizations as VISTA and LIFE, 
Their close cooperation will help 
citizens in making wise decisions 
regarding their budget matters. 
The Sacramento LIFE organization 
gladly accepts student helpintheir 
program and conducts consumer 
education demonstrations for in- 
terested groups.

HORNET HARRIER preps for Nevada meet, 
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Left-Wing University Thriving in London 


LONDON — Hidden between 
shabby shops and dirty tea rooms 
in a street that comes straight out 
of a Dickens novel, lies England’s 
first critical (or anti) university, 
A passerby would never notice it 
if there weren’t some words 
scrawled on the blue wooden door 
of 49 Rivington St.: ‘The Anti- 
University of London,” 

Its founders and lecturers (or 
anti-lecturers) are largely 
American left-wing activists 
and leaders of the British ‘‘under- 
ground”’ movement. Poets, 
painters, sculptors, publishers, 
writers, psychoanalysts, socio- 
logists and historians meet here 
in a strange aimosphere of ‘‘free 
thought’’ and “revolutionary 
ideas,”’ 

The anti-university was founded 
as the ‘‘answer to the intellectual 
bankruptcy and spiritual emptiness 
of the educational establishment 
in England and the rest of the 
Western world,.”’ The list of 
lectures exhibits a definite polit- 
ical leaning. All ambivalence 
ends when the visitor sees posters 
of the new martyr Che Guevara 
on the walls, and press clippings 
about Vietnam war conscientious 
objectors on the tables 


Students Have Say 


The anti-university wants to 
alter the relationship between 
teacher and student, Here stu- 
dents have greater possibilities 
of contro! than in the traditional 
university, they actively par- 
ticipate in running the school. 
Public discussions are a matter 
of course and lecturers and stu- 
dents can exchange roles, In this 
way the pleasure of learning is 
heightened, ‘‘Several members of 
our so-called teaching staff,’’ says 


Stuart Montgomery, 28, a 
Rhodesian poet and one of 
the school’s organizers, ‘‘are 


really students who want to listen 
to each other.”’ 

The response to the announce- 
ment of the school’s founding was 
overwhelming. Even before it 
opened its doors, 3,000 inquiries 
had arrived, and more than 200 
students had enrolled. The fees 
—$20 for registration and $1.50 
per course— serve two purposes: 
they cover genera! expenses and 
they discourage people who are 
there only to attract attention. 

The idea originated with Dr. 
David Cooper, director of an ex- 
perimental ‘‘anti-hospital,”’ A 
loan of $750 from his institution 
enabied the anti-university to open 
within six weeks after initial 
preparations. Why was such a 
remote and grimy section of the 
city chosen? ‘‘Hardly any aher- 
alterations were necessary,’’ says 
Stuart Montgomery. ‘‘It was all 
furnished and even had central 
heating. Who really needs a lux- 
urious building’?’’ 

The students wander from one 
lecture to another, If they get 
bored, they leave after a few min- 
utes, There are no fixed reg- 
ulations or offened feelings, They 
sit crowded together on the 
staris and arrange their own dis- 
cussions, There is always a race 
for chairs in the lecture rooms; 
uSually students must settle for a 
place on the floor. 


Informal Rules 


The anti-university does not 
give out grades or scholarships, 
The students may come and g0 
as they please. The length of 


the courses varies between eight 


weeks and eight months, depending 
on the teachers’ individual com- 
mitments. Daily lectures, except 
for Saturday, run from 6:30 p.m, 
to 10:30 p.m. 


The curriculum contains sev- 
eral revolutionary courses, The 
one given by Steve Abrams on 
drugs is the most popular. It 
is the inteliectual source of that 
famous ad in the London Time: 
which came out in favor of legal 
izing drugs and received the 
support of the Beatles, ‘‘I speak 
primarily within a psychological 
framework, about the effects of 
hashish on our social environment, 
It doesn’t matter to me if the stu- 
dents smoke hashish during our 
discussions, Occasionally I my- 
self may smoke it, But,’’ he added 
after a pause, ‘‘we will always 
stay within the law; the students 
must have prescriptions. I show 
them how to roll a cigaret with 
the best mixture, how to take a 
trip, and how to enjoy the bene- 
fits of being ‘in heaven.’ We 
are all sick; we are al! trying 
to become less sick. Drugs help 
prevent insanity. The students 
who come to the anti-university 
seriously want to discuss serious 
problems, Anybody simply looking 
for a place where he can obtain 
drugs had better search for a 
secret club,”’ 


Abrams predicts that in one 
or two years it will be possible 
to buy drugs without a pre- 
scription, “But restrictions 
similar to those on alcohol should 
be set up. Uniike aicohol, which 
removes inhibitions, hashish 
makes a person extremely wary. 
Right now its presence can be 
detected neither by a blood test 
nor breath analysis. Once it is 
legalized, there should be some 
chemical added to it that can be 
discovered in a urine analysis.”’

As the Soviet Communist party 
prepares for the ‘October Kev- 
olution’ anniversary, the Kremlin 
seems in a sour mood, Internal 
and external events appear to have 
contributed to a new isolation of 
the Soviet Union behind walls of 
hostility and suspicion, 

By ‘‘normalizing’’ Czecho- 
slovakia — that is, by making the 
occupation permanent — Moscow 
has accomplished a policy goal 
which establishes a military 
barrier against the West extend- 
ing all the way from the Baltix 
Sea to the borders of / ustria. 
But this has been purchased at 
a high cost. 

Europe has been frightened, 
The north Atlantic allies have been 
alerted to a need for examining 
their posture. The cold war ice

In the Communist movement, 
many who had been Moscow's 
obedient followers now see their 
own political fortunes damaged 
by Soviet policies, Because of 
an inflexible § attitude toward 
Communist power both ai home 
and in the Soviet orbit, the 
Kremlin projects an image which,
